Fighting in the Riga region, the 
northernmost sector of the Russian 
front, continues to show advances 
for the Germans, according to Ber- 
lin, which reports additional Rus- 
sian positions gained on both sides 
of the river Aa, southwest of Riga, 
bordering the great Tirul marsh. 
The Germans now apparently have 
not only regained 
such ground as 
they lost but are striking north- 
ward across the swampy gromid in 
the direction of Riga. 


The Russians are offering strong 
resistance and delivered counter at- 
tacks on the east side of the Aa riv- 
er. They failed, however, according 
to Berlin, which reports the cap- 
ture of 600 prisoners during the 
day's fighting. 


News from other areas has been 
of an important nature. Minor at- 
tacks by the Rumanians in western 
Moldavia have failed, Berlin says, 
as did also a Serbian attack in the 
Moglenica mountain region in the 
Macedonian district.

Jesus

John lays strong emphasis upon t h e 
"signs" which Jesus performed a s evi- 
dence of his office. This miracle is an 
allegory. 
It also throws light upon

I. Jesus Applies the Word of God 
(VT. 12-17). As the "Son of the L a w " 
Jesus observed all of its requirements 
and therefore went to t h e Passover 
(Deut. 16:16; Luke 2:41). 
W e would 
suggest t h e reading of 
Edersheim's 
"Life of Christ" a t this point, especial- 
ly his description of the feast. 
Jesus 
found much of interest, and also saw 
that which filled his spirit with Indig- 
nation as he» entered t h e temple (v. 
14). Great numbers of oxen and sheep 
and doves were required f o r the sacri- 
fices. 
Every family must bring f o r 
sacrifice a lamb, t h e sacrifices being 
J^in In the inner court near the great 
altar. 
Those living nearer t h e city 
could bring their own sacrifices, but 
those who came from f a r distant points 
found i t more convenient to purchase 
their sacrifices nearer t h e temple.

ness.

J e w could not be received except in

changers within the courts.

sult w a s that the temple had become a 
"den of thieves" (Mark 11:17). 
This 
had undermined the power of religion, 
and turned men away from the truth. 
This place, made to be a house of 
prayer (Jer. 7:11; Isa. 56:7) had be- 
come a vanity f a i r ; a show, and the 
very object of the temple was sacri- 
ficed to the greed of gain. 
T h e de- , 
fense often made in our day, of buy- 
ing and selling In t h e house of God 
that It h a s to do with the cause of 
worship will not bear scrutiny in the j 
light of this passage. 
Into these sur- ; 
roundings this young reformer enters, 1 
and places his finger upon the heart 
of the matter when he quotes the scrip- j 
ture.

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The Sentiment Back Home 


Passage of the state-wide prohibition bill by the Indiana house of 
representatives has been commonly accepted over the state as a fore- 
iroue conclusion, but the victory of the temperance forces is to be in no 
•wise discounted on that account. In fact, the overwhelming vote of 
70 to 28 by which it was carried through is emphatic enough to shed 
a new light on the strength developed by the anti-liquor movement in 
Indiana dui'ing the past two j^ears. It is a demonstration of strength 
even greater than some of its optimistic friends have been claiming 
for the temperance cause. 


The voting was singularly free from political tinge, too, for fifty- 
two republicans and eighteen democrats voted for the "dry" bill, 
v. hile twelve republicans and sixteen democrats lined up against the 
measure. AVith tiie present political division of the house, this propor- 
tion almost obliterates political lines on the issue. The result in the 
house is certainly sufficiently impressive to give the senate occasion 
for some pause and a good deal of serious thinking. 


That'house majority is manifestly voting not so much its personal 
views as the pronounced preponderance of sentiment back home be- 
fore which the legislators will later stand to receive commendation or 
to accept censure. Make no mistake about that.

End 
of one wire fastens to the faucet in the 
Iiouse from which complaint of frozen 
pipe ii^ made. Other line goes to the big 
hydrant on the nearest corner. 


Direct current of

tion, in recognition 
of 
Dr. 
Wood's 
services in clearing up Havana, which 
had been a yellow fever plague spot, 
^Vood was jumped from captain 
to 
brigadier general. 
The only appoint- 
ment he received from Roosevelt was 
when Roosevelt promoted him to ma- 
jor general. 
Wood was then senior 
brigadier 
general 
and 
was 
entitled 
by his seniority to the vacancy 
to 
v.-hich 
he was 
elevated. 
Roosevelt 
merely carried out the routine in that 
IH-omotion. 


The 
cases 
of Pershing

Mills 
have also been cited as 
precedents. 
These officers 
were 
promoted 
from 
îaptain to brigadier general by Roose- 
relt, but not for personal attendance 
ds the president's health officer.

He was promoted before 
he became the son-in-law of Senator 
Warren, of Wyoming, who was chair- 
man of the senate committee of mili- 
tary affairs.

WOES AS FOOD 


Government Experts Give 
Some Hints That May 
Be Helpful. 


Washintgon, D. C., Jan. 
26.—^The 
general use of potatoes in the average 
family and the 
better customs pre- 
vailing in many homes In preparing 
the tubers for food are based on sound 
economic and dietetic reasons, accord- 
ing to specialist of the office of home 
economics of the United States depart- 
ment or agriculture. 
Studies of the 
preparation 
and use of potatoes 
as 
food are reported In Department 
of 
Agriculture Bulletin No. 468, recently 
issued. 


Potatoes are easy to cook In a va- 
riety of ways. 
From the point of view 
of dietetics,' they furnish starch In one 
readily digestible form, contain min- 
eral substances'of importance to the 
body, 
and—a 
fact 
less 
generally 
known—tend to make the tissues and 
fluids of the body alkaline, so coun- 
teracting the tendency of meats, eggs, 
fish and like foods to create acid con- 
ditions. Since the body does Its work 
best when its condition Is either neu- 
tral or slightly alkaline, potatoes, like 
most vegetables, perform an impor- 
tant function In the diet besides fur- 
nishing 
energy-producing 
material. 


This scientific fact justifies the custom 
that Is prevalent in many families of 
serving a goodly supply of potatoes 
or other vegetables with each helping 
of meat. 


Potatoes, however, while a valuable 
addition to a mixed diet, alone are not 
suited to meet the needs of the bodj- 
because of their poverty in proteins 
and fat. 
Of these latter important ele- 
ments protein is furnished in meats, 
eggs, 
fish, 
milk, 
beans and 
similar 
foods, and fat in butter, bacon, table 
oils, and the fats and oils used in cook- 
ery. 


Greater care than is commonly ex- 
ercised should be taKen in peeling po- 
tatoes. 
Very often 20 per cent of the 
potato is pared away. 
This 
results 
not only in the waste of considerable 
potato, but also in the loss of one of 
the most valuable portions of the tu- 
ber, since the soluble .ulneral salts are 
present in the mateUal near the skin, 
which would be removed and thrown 
away. 
These salts can be preserved 
by a more careful removal of the skin, 
as by shallow paring or rubbing, and 
also by boiling or baking the potatoes 
in their jackets. 


Paring 
before 
boiling, 
howevei-. 
may be the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through 
an 
undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired a bitter taste, or those which 
have been kept until late In the spring, 
since in this way more ofthe disagree- 
able flavor is elimlnatiid. 
Such pota- 
toes may also be soaked before cook- 
ing. 


While these methods may be desir- 
able with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, they result in 
the 
loss of considerable rood value with- 
out 
compensating 
advantages 
when 


applied to new or well-matured po- 
tatoes. 
If such potatoes are boiled 
after paring, they should be (propped 
Into boiling water iiisread of bein^r 
placed on the stove In cold water. 
By 
the latter method thei-e is twice the 
loss of protein, or tissue-building ele- 
ments, resulting from the former. The 
loss of m i n ^ a l matter is about the 
same by each method. 
There is no 
loss of starchy material in boiling un- 
less portions of the tuber break off. 


Practically the only loss when po- 
tatoes are baked in their skins is of 
the water which escapes 
as 
steam. 
The more or less common custom of 
pricking holes in the skin of baked 
potatoe.s 
or 
breaking them is ex- 
plained by the fact that unless the 
steam which is formed inside the skin 
is allowed to escape it will 
change 
back into water anû produce soggi- 
ness. 


Potatoes whii'li have turned green 
and sprouting tubers nave present a 
considerable quantity of solanin, an 
acrid 
poisonous 
substance 
which, 
though not dangerous in the quanti- 
ties ordinarily met with, gives a dis- 
agreeable 
flavor. 
It is best, therefore, 
to avoid such potatoes or to cut out 
green or sprouting portions.

Washington, Jan. 26.—^An electrical 
melting furnace of new design and 
said to do the work of nine old style 
gas furnaces more cheaply and quick- 
ly, soon will be installed at the Phila- 
delphia mint 
to 
melt 
copper and 
nickel for coinage. 
It will have a ca- 
pacity for 700 pounds of metal. The 
present method involves placing the 
metal 
in 
graphite 
crucibles, 
upon 
which is turned a powerful gas fl»me. 
The new furnace will introduce the 
heating medium into the metal itself 
and instead of a crucible, a fire brick 
furnace, with salicon glazing will be 
employed. 


The 
European 
w^ar 
has

greatly the cost to the government of 
melting metal 
because of the diffi- 
culty in securing graphite 
crucibles. 
An inferior article, rarely lasting more 
than three meltings, 
now 
is being 
used at a cost approximately seven-

as 
much 
as 
formerly. 
Smaller designs of the new furnaces 
will be used to melt gold and silver, 
but these, it is thought, w^ill not be 
introduced until after the copper and 
nickel fui-naces have been thoroughly 
tested.

. "The boat rammed by the V-69, not- 
withstanding the damage 
sustained, 
continued to participate in the combat 
And Inflicted heavy 
damages on a 
British destroyer by ramming it. Later 
a 
Oerman who recognized the de- 
stroyer, reported it was in a sinking 
ooodition. 
The German torpedo boat 
although its speed had been diminished 
by the collision with the V-69 and by 
ramming the British destroyer, suc- 
ceeded in reaching a German base un- 
hindered by the enemy.

Scientific Plan for Disposing 
of Farm Products 
Lubin's Plan. 


Rome, 
Jan. 
12.—(CorreBpondence 
of th^ ^«Bociated Press.)—"The rem- 
edy for the high cost of food in the 
I nited States is adoption by the na- 
tional government of a scientific plan 
for disposing of f a r m products," ac- 
cording to David Lubln, the American 
representative to the Industrial Insti- 
tute of Agriculture here, and himself 
the originator of the plan of founding 
that institutioon. 


"The remedy was worked out 
by 
Germany many years ago and all we 
have to do is to adopt this remedy," 
he said. 
"The trouble with our pres- 
e n t f a r m i n g conditions is t h a t 
the 
middleman and the speculator, rather 
t h a n 
the 
farmer, 
gets 
the 
biggest 
profit f r o m the sale of f a r m products. 
This is shown by the fact that soon 
nearly fifty per cent, of the f a r m s of 
our 
country 
will 
be 
mortgaged 
or 
merely occupied on lease by the soil's 
cultivate re. 


"Right here in Rome a long while 
ago we had 
a striking example 
of 
w h a t poverty means to the 
farmer. 
In 
the 
time 
of 
E m p e r o r 
Tiberius 
Gracchus, R o m e began to buy her food 
f r o m Africa instead 
of 
encouraging 
her farmers. 
The land rapidly passed 
then from the hands of the cultivator 
of the soil to other ownership, 
and 
the small farmer's ruin entailed that 
of the nation. 


"America won't solve its high cost 
of food problem by putting the specu- 
lators in jail. 
We must make it im- 
poossible for the speculator to operate 
by 
strengthening 
the 
farmer. 
The 
Germans saw this m a n y years 
ago, 
and they worked out a welfare plan 
f o r the farmer, and thereby for the 
nation, 
which

T. H., Jan. 26.—Conster- 
nation prevails in the ranks of the Ha'- 
waiian national guard because of the 
recent decision by Horace W. Vaughn, 
United States district judge, that Fili- 
pinos are not eligible as citizens of 
the United States. 
Fears 
are 
ex- 
pressed 
by 
territorial 
officials 
and 
heads of thp national guard that thy 
decision will annihilate the guard as 
a possible 
fighting 
unit. 


A large part of the national guard ' 
of Hawaii is composed of Filipinos— 
about 2,000 of them having enlisted— ; 
and some of the oompanie.s m a d e up 
wholly of Filipinos are accounted the ^ 
crack units of the territorial organ- i 
ization. 
If Judge Vaughn's ruling is i 
upheld, it will mean these companies \ 
will have to be disba>»cied and all Fili- ¡ 
pinos discharged. 


The national guard of Hawaii is the 
second largest national guard 
organ- 
ization in the United States, the guard 
of New York state only exceeding it 
in numbers. 
The guard here has been 
built up within the last, year and f r o m 
an almost negligible organization 
to 
more than 4,800 men. 
It 
is 
well 
armed 
and 
equipped, for the most 
part, and exceptionally well drilled, i 
Its head is Brigadier-General 
Samuel 
I. Johnson, 
adjutant-general of 
the 
territory. 


The welfare of the guard and its 
upbuilding has been fostered by Gov- 
ernor Lucius E. Pinkham. 
He was in- 
cited thereto by representatives of the 
regular a r m y officers stationed in Ha- 
waii, who pointed out that the vulner- 
ability of the islands to attack in case 
of w a r required that every available 
m a n should be instructed in the a r t 
of w a r and that there should be main- 
tained the largest and best drilled and 
equipped national guard possible. 


W h e n the work of reorganizing and 
enlarging the guard here was begun 
the Filipinos, of whom there are m a n y 
in the territory, evidenced especial in- 
terest and made application to Join. 
Under the laws of the territory and 
those of the United States, only citi- 
zens or aliens eligible to 
citizenship' 
and who have taken out their 
first 
papers, may become members of the • 
national guard. 


Several Filipinos accordingly 
filed 
application for citizenship papers. The 
matter came before Charles F. d e m - 
ons, then judge of the United States 
district court, who held on March 25, 
last, that 
Filipinos were eligible 
to 
become citizens. 
This ruling was fol- 
lowed by a rush of Filipinos to t a k e 
out their

papers, and within

short time more than 700 had 
been 
granted them.

the reptiles sacred to the deity.

are treated with i-everence and some- 
thing of awe as the messengers of the 
goddess. 
No farmer will destroy a 
serpent, but will rather keep it and 
feed it. 
Many stories are told of fam- 
ilies having amassed wealth through 
having kept ànd fed the creatures in 
their household as a treasure or sacred 
thing. 


The last year of the serpent fell in 
1905 when the Japai^ese scored a great 
victory over the Russians in the mem- 
orable Manchurian campaign.

Although the official rules now In use 
in basketball circles have been In circu- 
lation for some time, local referees still 
fail to follow to the letter the rules of 
the gaine. 
Of course, there are some 
things which officials miss in the game, 
but there are others which can be passed 
up only by failing to know the rules. 


An e.xample of this was noticed in this 
city during the week in a game played 
by one of the city's best. 
Several times 
in shooting baskets the forwards "ran" 
up the side of the wall, with the referee 
looking on. 
If the Spalding rule book is 
consulted by any follower of the game 
there will be found on page 5 an article 
on the changes in rules, by Dr. Joseph 
E. Raycroft, chairman of the joint com- 
mittee, under the heading, "The Rules 
for 1916-17." 
He gives the following as 
one of the few important changes in the 
rules: 


"1. 
Equipment—(a) 
A backboard 
is 
now compulsory. 
It is not sufficient to 
paint a 6x4 rectangle, on the wall. 
This 
means that the end walls on every court 
are out of bounds and 'running up tjie 
wall' is impossible, 
for as soon as 
a 
player touches the wall he has carried 
thé ball out of bounds."

We had better 
avoid 
the 
oracles 
ai^. 
priests and look at the leaders* of the. commer- 
cial and industrial world for our knowledge ot 
how to succeed. 


But before we observe the careers or some of 
tho most successful men of the country today; 
wp might acquaint ourselves- with; some of the' 
mathematical phases of the individual's chances 
to succeed. An article in the Independent Mag- 
azine, a few years ago, pointed out the fact 
that, in the railroad industry, the chances for 
becoming an officer were 1 in 252. There were 
employed at the time in interstate traitlc 1,- 
458,:;44 men, of whom 5767 were general officers; 
The cliances for a railroad employe's being 
killed were much better, being computed at 1 
In 135 every year. 


Similar statistics apply to alt kinds of work. 
They simply mean that there are-a certain lim- 
ited number at the top, which only the fittest 
can hold: and that there are an almost unlim- 
ited number of places underneath, which, while 
they are indispensable in themselves, can antJ 
will te filled in our economic system by those 
not so fit. The lower places are Just as neces . 
sary as the higher, and many men Hnd tb'ilr 
full miasure of success in the low pla ces. 
Tbere, perseverance, fidelity, punctuality cr^jrit;

Carnegie could not fail to hear of Schwab's 
taient and ability and in a short time their 
business intercourse ripened into a partnership 
on' one- of the mills. 
Later, Schwab 
earned 
himsfilf the title of the "greateit salesman in 
th«» world" by selling that mill, which he had 
managed with enormous success, to J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, for ?48T,000,000. 
Wiseacres de- 
clared that he was "through" after the con- 
summation of that sale; but Schwab, a little 
more than ten years ago, purchased the Beth-

were held up as models to men of different 
period.-s of life. 
The romances of the books 
were not necessarily true; but they were possi- 
ble and thoroughly credible, and, therefore, they 
seemed true. 
And the examples given to the 
men of the business world were examples of 
honorable men who were real successes in their 
lay. 


But the day of such sweet tradition is past. 
We aro in an age now where success comcs 
from Bomething different from a mere life of 
fi.ithful drudgery. 
For one thing, bu.siness is 
much bigger than it was ten or twenty years 
ijo. 
The march of transportation 
improve- 
ments has made possible enterprises of hitherto 
unthought of magnitude. 
There are so many 
more people to do business with and so much 
more business to be done that commerce has 
doubled and trebled. 
Success in business today 
tor cjualities not needed in the .same fields 
»de ago. 
If business is bigger, the men 
who transact it must be bigger accordingly. 


Romance is by no means dead, and the ro- 
mance of "big business - is the most verdant 
field of the subject. 
Meteoric careers culminat- 
ing in wonderful succcsses have been multi- 
plied many times over. 
The rise of the poor 
boy has been a great tribute to the democracy 
of America, but the poor boy's success does 
not come any longer as the novelist would have 
you believe. 


Success of the big kind which we of the pres- 
ent day know is something that does npt come 
from mere frugality, perseverance and 
fidelity. 
Attencance to business is not enough to open 
the door to what has become the idol of the 
times 
Success comes from energy, dynamic 
energy; from the optimism that is willing to 
take a chance, and from the indomitableness 
that does not count the failures. 
Formerly it 
wr.s the qualities of perseverance, punctuality, 
fidelity 
and the rest, which brought success. 
Toda.v they are only found; 
stones 
upon 


which the modern and greai 
lilies must go 
to make up the edifice. 


How do we know it? 
Reason and logic, and 
the experience and example of some of tho 
most successful men of the nation. 


I<ook over the business men of your acquaint- 
ance. There is Greene, the corner grocery man. 
Ke serves from early to late, deals in good 
merchandise at a reasonable price, and is a 
tj-pica'. example of a man who attends to his 


the Bethlehem Company was taking a. cbanM 
which financial men generally deciMu'^ to. b« 
foolnardy, to say the least. 


"A man will succeed in anythlnir." Schwab 
says, "about which he has real enthasiasm, ia 
v«rhich he Is genuinely interested, provided tbat 
he will take more thought about his job tlian 
the men working with him. 
No one can b* 
blamed for making mistakes. 
I have mad* 
them myself. 
But blame should be attached 
for making the same mistake twice." 


*Schv/ab does not count success as money. 
His doctrine, as is the doctrine of every other 
man of his caliber, is that a great deal more 
importance should be attached to getting a 
thing done than to getting the credit for it 
afterwards. 
A sense of satisfaction at havinc-. 
accomplished 
something is real success, ac- 
cording to the steel magnate. 
He can't spend, 
all his money, but he continues in business be- 
cause successful accomplishment is his chieiest 
ple.'isure in life. 


Schwab has a striking epigram whic]| em- 
bodies much of the cause of his own success. 
"Have confidence in yourself and believe you 
are going to be somebody, and success ^wiU : 
cnme to you," he declares, and his own career 
pnints his words witli the gold of unlmpeach« 
able credibility. 


Charles E. Rrfss of 2362 Prairie avenue en- 
tered the shoe business in the East twenty-flv« 
years ago at the modest salary of 
per^week. 
Boc.nuse he was not p.fraid to aspire to the Job 
ahead of him he soon became shipping clerk, 
and from that he went into the upper-leather 
scrtinjr. department. 
He then progressed. Int« 
the fictory, operating successively as he ad- 
vanced every machine in the trade.. There was 
no Kuichine for which he was not too capable, 
and the result was that he became foreman of 
the factory. 


His understanding of machinery secured him 
a better position with a siioe machinery com- 
pany in its Eastern department.

Then there is Wright, t h e printer. He started 
in as a boy of 14 setting type at a case all day, 
L'nd he ])rogressed gradiually until now as a 
man at middle age, although he has risen to 
the head of a shop, lie-is still working for 
somebody else. 
He has advanced; but he ha.s 
advanced by tho route, of faithfulness, punc- 
tualitj. perseverance, :»Dt by the more vigor- 
ous means v.hlch are iinw the stops to success. 


Or there is White, 
the railroad man. 
He 
started in on ?6 per •week as a clerk, and by 
his reliability has attained the position of chief 
clerk at a salary of sa-y $250 a month. 
It is 
good progress, "but it is the reward of common- 
pla-oo qualities ever giSt'eu to commonplace men 
and v-omen. 
Another jnan, of whom more w/11 
be sni'J later, started in switching engijies at 
the same wage and is now earning a million 
dollars a year. 


These common enougn exampiles of men. who 
have had the ordinary measure of advanoement 
as they lived their years, are not leca/led to 
discourage any of tho trafls necessary to such 
progress or to disparage tho men vifno have 
displayed sucli qualities. 
AIL praise t a the men 
who have raised themselves, in the vjorld. 
But 
the types suggested are men who possessed 
characteristics 
necessary 
and 
admirable 
In 
themselves, but not the real test of the success 
which marks the great men in the business 
world. 


Only the ordinary chamcteristics will not do. 
There must be much more than just 
these 
things. 
Willingness to take a chancc, an un- 
derstanding 
that risk is essential to gain— 


courage, in other words—must be possessed by 
the man who wants to lift himself from the 
thousand ordinary men to the ten successful 
onns. 
With courage must go energy, tireless 
and dynamic, that keeps the man being more 
than 
punctual 
and faithful, that keeps him 
coitselefcsly alert to do something more for the 
bu.«iness in which he is engaged, just what is 
ronuiied in the daily round. 
And the buoy for 
bot'i courage and energy is the indomitableness 
which reckons only the successes and rubs out 
the sctre of failures as f.ast as written. 


We can't all be successes, for that ia mathe- 
maticclly impossible and economically undesir- 
able. 
But nowadays the fellow who haus viril- 
ity of energy and will, and who has courage to 
apply with both, will succeed ten times where 
The other fellow is getting one raise in his 
m^-ager salai-j-- 


The intangible thing called "success in life" 
has bocome the great goal of all. 
The mate- 
rialistic age in which we are living, the con- 
ti.'inous development of new 
resources, 
war 
prcsperity, and many other factors, have put a 
premium in success measured In dollars and 
^ e n t s . 
And, under the present economic sys- 
tem, it seems reasonable enough; for it is with 
dollars,and cents that the refinements of travel, 
arts and culture generally may be enjoyed. If 
not obtained. 


If, :n this land of guaranteed religious free- 
d'om, there exists any national creed, that creed 
is the apotheosis of success. 
Before her shrine 
v.'e aro all prostrating ourselves in the effort to 
gain favor. 
Success has become delfled, and 
it :s by, degrees prayed and striven for, en- 
treated, worshiped and wooed. 


Succcss mad, people are willing to swallow 
the tenets which editors, preachers and ex- 
hortéis are spouting with great prodigality. 
A 
horde of oracles and priests have sprung up. 
and success tracts, containing all the approved 
'itanles and forms of service, are printed by the 
thousand. 
The priests of the shrine, however, 
are not exactly splendid examples of the effi- 
cacy of their ov/n people, and they overlook 
many facts which are really essential to an un- 
derstanding of the attainment of high place In 
this material world. It is typical of the oracles 
,to neglest to tell you of the logical and mathe- 
matical chances of success, just as it is_ typical 
of them to conceal the real key under the time- 
honored "perseverance, punctuality, fidelity." 


Being successful in life is more or less of an 
intensive science. 
The princii^les and formula 
vary with the individual .who is going into the 
crucible: and the way to study it is the lab- 
oratory method, which is by the examination 
and 
investigation 
of 
good 
examples. 
The 


up higher, something more is needed.

need bo no cause for pessimism. 
Charles M. 
Schwab, the most successful steel magnate in 
the world today, declared:: "There are more 
jobs for forceful men than there are forceful 
men for tho Jobs." 
Forcefulness is not 
an 
inevitable accompaniment of the homely vir- 
tues c'f perseverance and honesty. 
It may or 
may not go with them; but, when combined 
•with them,, it is one of the additional elenients 
necessary in men who fill the higher posi- 
tions. 


Schwab is himself a true Illustration of the 
new doctrine that mere stlck-to-it-iveness is 
not enough to win out in the struggle for a

Schwab's first salary was $10 per month.

had the courage to take a chance at some- 
thing new; he had the will which forgot tho 
fuilures and mistakes, and he had. and has, the 
energy which overlooks clocks and personal 
fatigue in the necessity of getting work done. 
As a consequence, his earnings last year were 
m excess of a million dollars. 


Schwab is now chairman of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation. 
Thirty-seven yea^s ago he 
was a grocery clerk, not even so well oft as the 
man "Greene" mentioned a little while ago. 
The story of his life durin« the interval is an 
Arabian Nights of modem times. 
But it is a 
story which is understandable when you real- 
ize that energy, courage and an unconquerable 
will have motivated it. 


"I am not one of, those who would advise 
boys to save tlielr pennies," says Schwab, "on 
the theory that the dollars will take care of 
themselves. 
Like Benjamin Franklin, I believe 
somewhat in boldness, and that the returns 
always are proportionate to the risk. 
And i 
am optimist enough to advise the taking of 
reasor.i.ble risks in life. 
Supposing you do fail 
once or twice, or even six times—in the end 
you will be bound to succeed. 


"Tho fellow who sits still and does what he 
is told to do will never be told to 
do 
big 
things. ^ Think beyond your Job. 
ifothtng is 
more fetal to success than taking your work as 
a matter of course. 
The surest way to qualify 
fcr the job Just ahead is to work a little harder 
on the job one is holding down. Don't be-afraid 
to start at the bottom. 
Bare hands grip suc- 
cess better than kid gloves."

the Adamson law, which the senate 
interstate commerce committee had 
virtually completed today.

Wilson had suggested that a provision 
be introduced to prevent strikes or 
lockouts, pending investigation of dif- 
ferenc&s. 


The new bill, however, would make 


it a criminal offense, punishable by 
heavy fine, for a railroad employe, 
who has quit work, to trespass on 
railroad property with a view to pre- 
venting, by violence, intimidation or 
threats, the operation of trains. 


Another important provision of the 


bill would authorize the president to 
take over and operate "such part of" 
a railroad or equipment as is neces- 
sary to move troops or munitions in 
war time, threatened war or insurrec- 
tion.

LBSSOI^TEXT-John 2:15-22. 
GOLDEN TEXT— My house shall 


.called a house of prayer.— Matt. 21:13. 


Skipping the details of genealogy, 


birth and boyhood, John plunges into 
the work and ministry of our Lord. 
Our previous lessons have taken up 
the matter of his eternal Godhead, the 
word made flesh, the witness of John, 
Jesus and John the Baptist, his first 
fllsciples and, the wedding at Canaan. 
Some of these events have been skipped 
over without much consideration, yet 
the teacher should review them briefly. 
The wedding at Canaan probably oc- 
curred in March, A. D. 27, and the 
events of this lesson In April of the 
Passover week of that year, both 
events occurring early In the first year 
of the ministry of our Lord. Jesus 
went to the wedding for he had many 
things to teach by means of it. The 
story Is familiar, and, yet God is per- 
forming the same miracle every year 
except by somewhat slower process. 
John lays strong emphasis upon the 
"signs" which Jesus performed as evi- 
dence of .his office. This miracle Is an 
allegory. It also throws light upon 
Jesus' relation to the home. 


I. Jesus Applies the Word of God 


(vr. 12-17). As the "Son of the Law'' 
Jesus observed all of its requirements 
and therefore went to the Passover 
(Deut. 16:16; Luke 2:41). We would 
suggest the reading of Edcrshelm's 
"Life of Christ" at this point, especial- 
ly his description of the feast. Jesus 
found much of Interest, and also saw 
that which filled his spirit ivlth Indig- 
nation as her entered the temple (v. 
14). Great numbers of oxen and sheep 
•nd doves were required for the sacri- 
fices. Every family must bring for 
sacrifice a lamb, the sacrifices being 
lain In, the Inner court near the great 
altar. Those living nearer the city 
could bring their own sacrifices, but 
those who came from far distant points 
found It more convenient to purchase ; 
their sacrifices nearer the temple. Thus 
a business had grown up within the ; 
courts, which gave rise to an Immense ! 
amount of covetousness and selfish- i 
ness. The yearly tax duq from every ' 
Jew could not be received except In 
the native coin; hence the money 
changers Within the courts. The re- 
sult was that the temple had become a 
"den of thieves" (Mark 11:17). This 
had undermined the power of religion, 
and turned men away from the truth. 
This place, made to be a house of 
prayer (Jer. 7:11; Isn. 56:7) had be- 
come a vanity fair; a show, nnd the 
very object of the temple was sacrl- ; 
flced to; the greed of gain. The de- 
fense often made in our day, of buy- 
Ing and selling; la! the house of God j 
that It has to do with the cause of 
worship will not bear scrutiny In the 
light of this passage. Into these sur- 
roundings this young reformer enters, 
and <places his finger upon the heart 
of the matter when he quotes the scrip- 
ture. The reason of his action was 
what the scripture said about tho 
house of God. Present day followers 
of Jesus can learn a lesson from these 
words. 


II. Jesus Fulfills the Word of God 
(w. 18-22). Jesus spake as one hav- 
ing authority, and these merchants 
knew they were In the wrong. He em- j 
bodied In himself, as prophet, the 
moral sentiment of the nation, and ex- 
erted his authority. It looked like high- j 
handed usurpation unless Jesus were a j 
prophet sent from God ; therefore tha ' 
demand for his credentials (v, 18). I 
Jesus gave a sign, a, sign which they j 
did not understand at the time (v. 19 ; 
Matt. 12:38-40; 16:1-4). The resur- 
rection of Jesus Is God's seal to all of 
the claims of Jesus. JHe also speaks 
of his body as a symbol and type of 
what Is to take place in their national 
temple, an event which occurred some 
forty years later, though they at the 
time did not understand it. Jesus fore- 
saw that these leaders would destroy 
his body on the cross, and that for the 
same reason they were at the present 
time opposing him in what he had 
done. The Jews, thinking only of thelt 
temple, in whose courts they were 
standing, referred to the time spent In j 
the erection of tlie building (v. 20), 
and thought that their argument waa 
Invincible, but they did not know what 
was to take place. Not even the dis- 
ciples of Jesus understood his words 
at the time, but after his resurrection 
they remembered them and their ful- 
fillment. The death and resurrection 
of Jesus was In accordance with the 
word of God. His whole life, birth and 
works can be traced in the Old Testa- 
ment In type and prophecy. 


Young people should be tnnght to ba 


reverent in the Sunday school and In 
all religious meetings. 


The bodies and souls are temples (I 


Cor. 3:16; 6:10). 


Church buildings are the temples of 


God (Read A. J. Gordon's book on 
"How Christ Came to the Church").

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The Sentiment Back Home 


Passage of the state-wide prohibition bill by the Indiana house of 


representatives has been commonly accepted over the state as a fore- 
gone conclusion, but the victory of the temperance forces is to be in no 
irise discounted on that account. In fact, the overwhelming vote of 
70 to 28 by which it was carried through is emphatic enough to shed 
a new light on the strength developed by the anti-liquor movement in 
Indiana during the past two years. It is a demonstration of strength 
even greater than some of its optimistic friends have been claiming 
for the temperance cause. 


The voting was singularly free from political tinge, too, for fifty- 


two republicans and eighteen democrats voted for the "dry" bill, 
v.-lule twelve republicans and sixteen democrats lined up against the 
measure. With the present political division of the house, this propor- 
tion almost obliterates political lines on the issue. The result in the 
house is certainly sufficiently impressive to give, the senate occasion, 
for sonic pause and a good deal of serious thinking. 


That house majority is manifestly voting not so much its personal 


views as the pronounced preponderance of sentiment back home be, 
lore which the legislators will later stand to receive commendation or 
to accept censure. Make no mistake about that.

St. Louis Board of Public 


Service Approves Plan to 


Cost $6,000,000. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 26.—A plan to 


convert the Hiver des Peres Into the 
biggest sewer In the world at a cost 
of approximately J8,500,000 has been 
approved by the- St. Louis board of 
public service. 


The sewer, if built according to 


plans, will be 13 miles long and will i 
cut more than three miles from the ! 
stream's length by straightening it out 
and "harnessing" it. The plan adopt- 
ed will not be put Into effect until 
the necessary funds are available, but 
formal approval by the board means 
that when the work Is undertaken it 
must follow the plan placed in the 
board's record. 


The plan calls for a single barrel 


tube 32 feet wide and 25 feet high 
from the'western city limits to the 
Union avenue entrance to Forest park. 
The section through Forest park to 
Macklin avenue would contain two 
tubes, each 29 feet wide and 24 feet 
high. The section from Maoklin ave- 
nue to the Mississippi river would be 
an open concrete 
channel 
ranging 


from 90 feet wide at the top to 200 
feet wide as it nears the river.

HOW TO COOK VEGETABLES. 


If vegetables are cooked in a large 


quantity of water much of their valu- 
able mineral matter is dissolved and 
lost. Onions and cabbages, however, 
are sometimes improved by draining 
once and adding fresh water. Car- 
rots, on the other had, often lose as 
much as SO per cent of their sugar, 
unless they are "boiled down." before 
they arc served. 


Steaming and baking prevents the 


loss of nutriment and intensifies the 
flavor of winter vegetables. 


The legumes such as beans and 


peas, the cereals such as rice and corn, 
the potato which is a tuber, and the 
squash which is properly a fruit, arc 
also "winter" vegetables, but recipes 
for cooking them are not included in 
the present series, since they have 
other uses in the diet than that of 
supplying bulk and mineral matter.

Their 
first successful piece of work was «t

Swinney avenue. They thawed a 


solidified service line at 731 High street, 
Friday morning. 


The electrical method 
of 
thawing 


frozen pipes has not been employed here 
for five yearn. Dix opened a number of 
lines in 1911. The light 
department 


charges the city, or plumber, just the, ac- 
tual expense of removing tho ice from 
the pipes. 


Here is the method. Transformer is 


carried on a light spring wagon. Wire 
is extended from the transformer to the 
line, on the top of a. pole. Two involuted 
wires arc run from the transformer.

LIKEGENEUOD'S 


Latter Was Promoted by 


McKinley, Not by 


Roosevelt. 


(By Gilson Banlner.) 


Washington, Jan. 28.—In promot- 


ing Dr.-Carey Grayson to be rear ad- 
miral and medical inspector of the 
navy, most people think that Presi- 
dent Wilson ha* done just what ex- 
President Roosevelt did In the case 
of Leonard Wood. This Is not so. A 
very general misapprehension exists 
us to the Wood case. Dr. Wood was 
promoted by McKinley, not by Roose- 
velt. In the early part of 1901, after 
McKlnley's election to bis second 
term, but before his second Inaugura- 
tion. In recognition of Dr. Wood's 
services In clearing up Havana, which 
had been a yellow fever plague spot, 
\\~ood was Jumped from captain to 
brigadier general. The only appoint- 
ment he received from Roosevelt was 
when Roosevelt promoted him to ma- 
jor general. 
Wood was .then senior 


brigadier general and was entitled 
by his seniority to the vacancy to 
which he was elevated.

Government Experts Give 


Some Hints That May 


Be Helpful. 


Washintgon, D. C.. Jan. 28.—The 


general use of potatoes in the average 
family and the better customs pre- 
vailing in many homes !n preparing 
the tubers for food are baaed on sound 
economic and dietetic reasons, accord- 
Ing to specialist of the office ot home 
economics of the United States depart- 
ment or agriculture. Studies of the 
preparation and use of potatoes as 
food are reported In Department of 
Agriculture Bulletin No. 468, recently 
issued. 


Potatoes are easy to cook in a va- 


riety of ways. Prom the point of view 
of dietetics, they furnish starch In one 
readily digestible form, contain min- 
eral substances of importance to the 
body, 
and—a 
fact 
leas 
generally 


known—tend to make the tissues and 
fluids of the body alkaline, so coun- 
teracting the tendency of meats, eggs, 
fish and like ifoods to create acid con- 
ditions. Since the body does its work 
best when its condition Is either neu- 
tral or slightly alkaline, potatoes, like 
most vegetables, perform an Impor- 
tant function in the diet besides fur- 
nishing 
energy-producing 
material. 


This scientific fact Justifies tho custom 
that is prevalent in many families of 
serving a goodly supply of potatoes 
or other vegetables with each helping 
of meat. 


Potatoes, howex-er, while a valuable 


addition to a mixed diet, alone are not 
suited to meet the needs of tho body 
because of their poverty In proteins 
and fat. Of these latter important ele- 
ments protein Is furnished In meats, 
eggs, fish, milk, beans and similar 
foods, and Tat in butter, bacon, table 
oils, and tho fats and oils used in cook- 
ery. 


Greater care than Is commonly ex- 


ercised should be taiccn in peeling po- 
tatoes. Very often 20 per cent of the 
potato is pared away. 
This results 


not only In the waste of considerable 
potato, but also in the loss of one of 
the most valuable portions of the tu- 
ber, since the soluble .mineral salts are 
present In the matettal near the skin, 
which would be removed and thrown 
away. 
These salts can be preserved 


by a more careful removal of the skin, 
as by shallow.paring or rubbing, and 
also by bqiling or baking the potatoes 
in their Jackets. 


Paring 
before 
boiling, 
however. 


may be the. most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes which through an 
undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired a bitter taste, or those which 
have been kept until late In the spring, 
since In this way more ofthe disagree- 
able flavor Is eliminated. Such pota- 
toes may also be soaked before cook- 
ing. 


While these methods may be desir- 


able with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, they result In 
ihe 


loss of considerable rood value with- 
out compensating advantages when 


applied to new or well-matured po- 
tatoes. 
If such potatoes are boiled 


after paring, they should bo dropped 
into boiling water Instead of being, 
placed on the stove In cold water. By 
the latter method there Is twice the 
Ions of protein, or tissue-building ele- 
ments, resulting from the former. The 
loss of mineral matter Is about the 
sanio by each method. There Is no 
loss of starchy material in boiling un- 
less portions of the tuber break off. 


Practically tho only loss when po- 


tatoes arc baked In their skins IB of 
the water which escapes as steam. 
The more or less common custom of 
pricking holes in tho skin of baked 
potatoes 
or 
breaking them is ex- 


plained by the (act that unless the 
steam which Is formed inside tho skin 
Is allowed to escape it will change 
back into water and produce soggl- 
noss. 


Potatoes which have turned green 


and .sprouting tubers nave present a 
considerable quantity of solanin, an 
acrid 
poisonous 
substance which, 


though not dangerous In tho quanti- 
ties ordinarily met with, gives a dig- 
agreeable flavor. It is best, therefore, 
to avoid such potatoes or to cut out 
green or sprouting portions.

Merchant Shipping Suffered 


Heavily by War During

world's merchant shipping in 1916, 
through war cases exceeded the total 
tonnage constructed, according to es- 
timates prepared today by the federal 
bureau of navigation.

melting furnace of new design and 
said to do the work of nine old style 
gas furnaces more cheaply and quick- 
ly, soon will be installed at the Phila- 
delphia mint 
to 
melt 
copper and 


nickel for coinage. It will have a ca- 
pacity for 700 pounds of metal. The 
present method involves placing the 
metal 
in graphite crucibles, upon 


which is turned a powerful gas flame. 
The new furnace will introduce the 
heating medium into the metal itself 
and instead of a crucible, a tire brick 
furnace, with salicon glazing will be 
employed. 


The European war

melting metal because of the 
diffi- 


culty in securing graphite crucibles. 
An inferior article, rarely lasting more 
than three meltings, now 
ij3 being 


used at a cost approximately seven- 
teen times as much as formerly. 
Smaller designs of the new furnaces 
will be used to melt gold and silver, 
but these, it is thought, will no't be 
introduced until after the copper and 
nickel furnaces have been thoroughly 
tested.

Scientific Plan for Disposing 


of Farm Products 


Lubin's Plan. 


Rome, Jan. 
12.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—"Tho rem- 
edy for the high cost of food in the 
United States is adoption by the na- 
tional government of a scientific plan 
for disposing of farm products," ac- 
cording to David Lubin, the American 
representative to the Industrial Insti- 
tute of Agriculture here, and himself 
the originator of the plan of founding 
that instltutioon. 


"The remedy was worked out by 


Germany many years ago and all we 
have to do Is to adopt this remedy," 
he said. "The trouble with our pres- 
ent farming conditions is that the 
middleman and the speculator, rather 
than the farmer, 
gets the biggest 


profit from the sale of farm products. 
This is shown by the fact that soon 
nearly fifty per cent, of the farms of 
our country wUl be mortgaged 
or 


merely occupied on lease by the soil's 
cultivators. 


"Right here in Rome a long whil« 


ago we had a striking example of 
what poverty means to the farmer. 
In the time of Emperor Tiberius 
Gracchus, Rome began to buy her food 
from Africa instead of encouraging 
her farmers. 
The land rapidly passed 


then from the hands of the cultivator 
of the soil to other ownership, and 
the small farmer's ruin entailed that 
of the nation. 


"America won't solve its high cost 


of food problem by putting the specu- 
lators in jail. We must make it im- 
poossible for the speculator to operate 
by strengthening the farmer. 
The 


Germans saw this many years ago, 
and they worked oat a welfare plan 
for the farmer, and thereby for the 
nation, 
which resulted in 
placing 


eighty-six per cent, of the furms in 
the hands of the cultivator. 


"The key to the plan of the Ger- 


mans, 
known as the Landwirth- 


schaftrat. is that of keeping 
the 


farmer informed regarding the needs 
of the cities, of the market, so that 
his distribution system Is good, so 
that he knows what his products are 
•worth, so that he knows how to sell.

"The German plan is valuabe be- 


cause it is a farmer's affair. 
All the 


business of information is carried on 
through their own agents, and not by 
outsiders. 
Their 
organization 
is 


recognized by the government. 
All 


legislation affecting agriculture must 
by law first be submitted to a stand- 
ing central committee of the farmers. I 
The organization is entirely independ- 
ent of the department of agriculture, 
as it should be, since no such depart- 
ment can ever co-operate directly on 
matters affecting prices and business. 


"Congress has already passed the 


rural credits act, and this winter con- 
gress will also be called upon to con- 
sider this German remedy for the 
high cost of food. The rural credits 
act by itself will cot vastly benefit 
the farmer unless he is further aided 
to get equitable prices for his pro- 
ducts by the adoption of the other 
and complimentary act. 
By this cre- 


ation of an official farmers' organiza- 
tion the farmer will be turned into an 
efficient merchant, and the people in 
California, will, say, should they be 
lacking in a food plentiful in New 
York state, be able to buy that food 
at prices helpful to the New York 
farmer and not prohibitive to them."

Court's Decision Barring 


Filipinos in Hawaiian 


Ranks Astounds. 


Honolulu, T. H., Jan. 26.—Conster- 


nation prevails in the ranks of the Ha- 
waiian national guard because of the 
recent decision by Horace W. Vaughn, 
United States district judge, that Fili- 
pinos are not eligible as citizens of 
the United States. Fears are ex- 
pressed by territorial officials and 
heads of the national guard that thu 
decision will annihilate the guard as 
a possible fighting unit. 


A large part of the national guard 


of Hawaii is composed of Filipinos— 
about 2,000 of them having enlisted— 
and some of the companies made up 
wholly of Filipinos are accounted the 
crack units of the territorial organ- 
ization. 
If Judge Vaughn's ruling is 


upheld, it will mean these companies 
will have to be disbanded and all Fili- 
pinos discharged. 


The national guard of Hawaii is the 


second largest national guard organ- 
ization in the United States, the guard 
of New York state only exceeding It 
in numbers. The guard here has been 
built up within the last year and from 
an almost negligible organization to 
more than 4,800 men. 
It 
is well 


armed 
and 
equipped, for the most 


part, and exceptionally well drilled, 
its head is Brigadier-General Samuel 
I. Johnson, adjutant-general of the 
territory. 


Tho welfare of the guard and Its 


upbuilding has been fostered by Gov- 
ernor Lucius E. Pinklwrn. He was In- 
cited thereto by representatives of the 
regular army officers stationed in Ha- 
waii, who pointed out that the vulner- 
ability of the Islands to attack in case 
of war required that every available 
man should bo Instructed in tho art 
of war and that there should be main- 
tained the largest and best drilled and 
equipped national guard possible. 


When the work of reorganizing and 


enlarging tho guard hero was begun 
the Filipinos, of whom there are many 
in the territory, evidenced especial In- 
terest and made application to Join. 
Under the laws of the territory and 
those of th« United States, only citi- 
zens or aliens eligible to citizenship 
and who have taken out their first 
papers, may become members of the 
national guard. 


Several Filipinos accordingly filed 


application for citizenship papers. The 
matter came before Charles F. dem- 
ons, then Judge of the United States 
district court, who held on March 25, 
last, that Filipinos were eligible to 
become citizens. This ruling was fol- 
lowed by a rush of Filipinos to take 
out their first papers, and within a 
short time more than 700 had been 
granted them.

Among Japanese the serpent is al- 


ways regarded as the emblem of good 
fortune and on that account is revered 
instead of being killed by the great 
masses of the people. / The popular 
Japanese word "ml," meaninjar"serpent, 
also signifies "fruitful," because its 
pronunciation 
corresponds 
to 
the 


sound of the Japane-e word for fruit. 
Thus the year of the serpent is frnit- 


j ful, rich and prosperous. 
1 
The goddess Benten, one of the 


seven popular gods and goddesses of 
fortune. Is traditionally believed to te 
the patron of the serpent, and at even' 
shrine dedicated to the popular so<?- 
dess of fortune are kept a number of 
the reptiles sacred to the deity. Thc-y 
are treated with reverence and sonn- 
thing of awe as the messengers of tho 
goddess. 
No farmer will destroy a 


serpent, but. will rather keep it.and 
feed it. Many stories are told of fam- 
ilies having amassed wealth through 
having kept and fed the creatures In 
their household as a treasure or sacred 
thing. 


The last year of the serpent fell in 


1905 
when the Japanese scored a great 


victory over the Russians in the mem- 
orable Manchurian campaign.

In the Fire Trench, "Somewhere in 


France," Dear Jim: 
Received your letter with Ruth's 


address. Thank you. I'll send her a 
field post card; she won't know what 
to make of it. 


Jim, we have just been through a 


German gas attack. 
We don't get 


much rest, you see, and take It from 
me, I had a close shave. 
A bullet 


clipped 
my ear and I was nearly 


gassed, but I managed 
to 
wiggle 


through. I always was a slippery cuss, 
when it comes to saving my skin, how 
about it? 


. Fritz can only send over gas when 
the wind is favorable; that is. it must 
be blowing from his trench to ours. 
A five-mile per hour wind isthe most 
suitable. 


For the last two or three days, the 


wind had been made to order, so we 
were expecting Fritz to get nasty, and 
were ready for him. He lived up to 
our expectations and the gas arrived 
on schedule. 


We had a new man at the periscope, 


on this afternoon in question. I wa» 
sitting on the fire step, cleaning my 
riflle. when he called out to me: 


"There's a sort of. greenish yellow 


cloud rolling along the ground out 


i in front; it's coming 
" 


But I waited for no more. I grabbed 


my bayonet and gave the alarm by j 
banging an empty shell case which 
was hanging near the periscope.

One helmet is good for five hours

bringing up extra ammunition from 
the dugout. 


German gas is heavier than air and 


soon fills the trenches and dugouts, 
where it lias been known to lurk for 
two or three days, until the air is 
purified by means of large chemical 
sprayers. 


We had to work quickly, ns Fritz 


generally follows his gas with an in- 
fantry attack. 


A company man on our right was 


too slow in getting his helmet. 
He 


sank to the ground, clutching at his 
throat, and after a few spasmodic 
twlstinsrs. went west. It was horrible 
to see him die, but we were powerless 
to help him. In the corner of a tra- 
verse, a poor little, muddy, cur dog, 
bur company pet. was lying dead, with 
his two paws over his nose. 


Jim, it's the animals that suffer the 


most—horses, mules, cattle, dogs, cats 
and rats—they have no helmets to 
save them. At times gas been known 
to travel 15 miles oehind the lines, 
with dire results to all living things. 


A smoke helmet, at the best, is a 


vile smelling thing, and It Is not long 
before one gets, a violent headache 
from wearing it. :Well. our 18-pound- 
ers were bursting in No Man's Land, 
in an effort, by the artillery, to dis- 
perse the gas clouds, while the lircstop 
was lined with crouching men, bayo- 
nets fixed, and bombs near at hand 
to repel the expected 
attack. 
To 


break this up our artillery had put 
a barage of curtain lire on the Ger- 
man lines. I had trained my machine 
gun on their trench and its bullets 
were already raking the parapet. 


Then over they came, bayonets glls? 


tenlng. 
In fhelr respirators, which 


have a 
large 
snout in front, they 


looked like some horrible nightmare, 
some horde of weird ocasts. 


All along our trench the rifles and 


machine guns spoke. 
Our shrapnel 


was bursting over their heads, and 
they went down in heaps, but new 
snouts took the place of the fallen. 
Nothing could stop that mad rush. 
The Germans reached our barbed 
wire, which had previously been de- 
molished by their shells, and then it 


was bomb against bomb, and the devil 
fur all. 


Suddenly my head seemed to burst 


from a loud "crack" in my ear, and 
a hot needle pierced the ear lobe. 
Then my head began to swim, throat 
got dry. and a heavy pressure on my 
lungs warned me my helmet was leak- 
ing. 
Timiing my gun over to No. 2, 


I changed helmets. 31 y car was blccd- 
inc. 


The trench started to wind like a 


snake, and sandbags appeared to be 
floating in air. 
The noise was hor- 


rible. 1 sank onto the firestep, needles 
seemed to be pricking my flesh: then 
blackness! 


I was awakened by one of my mates 


removing my smoke helmet. How de- 
licious that cool, fresh air felt, in my 
lungs! 


A strong wind had arisen and dis- 


persed the gas. 


They told mo I had been "out" for 


three hours. 
They thought 
I was 


dead. 


The attack had bern repulsed after 


a hard fight. Twice the Germans had 
gained a foothold In our trench, but 
had been driven out by counter-at- 
tacks. 


, 
The trench was filled with 
their 


dead and with ours. 


Through a periscope, I counted IS 


dead Germans huddled about, In and 
on our wire. 
They were a ghastly 


Hlght in their horrible looking respi- 
rators. 
| 
I examined my first smoke helmet. 


A bullet had gone through it on the 
left side, just grazing my ear, and 
the fas had penetrated through the 
hole made in the cloth. 


Out of our crew of six, we lost two 


killed and two wounded. 


That night we buried all the dead, 


excepting those In No Man's Land. In 
death there is not much distinction; 
friend and foe are treated alike. 


.lim. we also use gas. so there's no 


kick coming from either side. 


Will have to close, as my head is 


still aching from the effects of Fritz's

No sleeping in the dug- 


outs for us. they hadn't been sprayed 
yet, and I'm taking no chances.

Buenos AircK, Argentina, Dec. 31.—

Press).—A five p*r cent ad valorem 
tax on all produce exported from the 
Argentine is proposed by the new rad- 
ical government in one of several im- 
portant measures which congress will 
consider in the extraordinary session 
just convened. The object of the bMl 
is to obtain money for road-building 
and seed-purchasing in the interests 
of the agriculturists in many parts nf 
the country. If passed, the law woul»l 
become effective immediately, and i's 
provisions terminate on March I!', 
1D18.

new government's proposals. Tho at-

Chicago, .Tan. 26.—The recent "car 


shortage" and congestion of traffic 
have occurred In spite of the most ef- 
ficient use of freight cars ever known, 
according to an editorial in the cur- 
rent issue of the Railway Age Gazette. 


On the basis of statistics furnished 


to It by 46 railway systems operating 
65 per cent of the total mileage of 
the country, the Railway Ago Gazette 
estimates that the average miles each 
freight car was moved per day in the 
fiscal year 1916 was 8 per cent greater 
than in the fiscal year 1913 when the 
previous high record was made, and 
that In September. 1916, average miles 
per car per day were 17 per cent great- 
er tHan In September, 1913. It adds: 


"The statement ttiat there was an 


increase of 8 per cent in car efficiency 
in the fiscal year 1916 over the year 
1913, and an Increase of 17 per cent 
In car efficiency in September, 1916, 
over September, 1913, may not seem 
Important to persons unfamiliar with 
rallTfcay affairs. When, however. It is 
stated that there are now 2,400,000 
freight cars on the railways of tho 
United States, and that therefore an 
Increase of 8 per cent in their average 
efficiency Is equivalent to an increase 
of 192,000 In the number of cars, and 
that an Increase of 17 per cent in effi- 
ciency Is equivalent to an Increase of 
384,000 In the number of cars, the 
true significance of the Increase In ef- 
ficiency becomes apparent. 


"That increases In the average tons 


carrrled per train do not have a tend- 
ency to reduce the average mijes made 
per car per day is Indicated by the 
fact that between 1913 and 1915 the 


average load per train on all the rail- 
ways of the United States increased 
from 445.4 tons to 474.5 tons, and that 
the average load per train on 27 of th« 
46 roads which made reports to the 
Railway Age Gazette increased from 
516 tons in 1915 to 6»7 tons in 1916. 
In other words, the Increase in effi- 
ciency has been accompanied, and, in 
fact, promoted by increase in the aver- 
age train load.' 


"In the year ended on Juna 30, 1913, 


the average miles per car per day 
on the 46 lines which furnished sta- 
tistics to the Railway Age Gazette was 
26.69 miles. In the fiscal year 1916 
the average daily mileage per car for 
these same railways in September, 
1913, wa« 26.91 miles. In September, 
ber. 1916, It 31.64 miles, an increase 
of 17 per cent. 
Thirty-flv* roads 


which reported their results for Octo- 
ber, 1916, averaged 32.1? miles per 
car per day. 


"It Is reasonable to assume that If 


statistics were available for the rail- 
ways having the remaining oife-thlrd 
of the mileage of the country they 
would show a proportionate increase 
In the rapidity of car circulation. On 
this assumption, the mileage made per 
car per day on all tho railways of the 
United States In the fiscal year 191C 
was at least 27 miles, as compared 
with 24H miles in 1913. The average 
capacity and tho average load per car 
was also greater than ever before. 
The average capacity increased from 
38 tons in 1913 to 40 tons in 1915, 
and probably was 41 tons In 1916, and 
doubtless there waa a material in- 
Ho-v's This?
